Additionally, after a two-month decline, March corporate income 
taxes posted a 7.9 percent increase over March, 1980, pushing total 
corporate income tax receipts slightly ahead of last fiscal year’s 
pace. 

To put the current upswing into perspective, the January general 
revenue report showed receipts more than $12 million behind last 
year’s: pace. But during the past two months, the state erased that 
deficit and built the current $24 million lead over receipts a year ago. 

The Governor's revised budget for Fiscal Year 1980-81 requires 
$85 million more than last fiscal year. The final quarter must echo the 
recent upward trend to balance the budget. 

Meanwhile, my newly-formed Investment Advisory Committee, 
comprised of financial and economic leaders from throughout 
Missouri, continues to provide information to help me invest 
Missouri's revenue at the highest available interest rates while 
helping stimulate the state’s economy. 

Finally, to remain responsive to Missouri's economic needs, the 
agriculture time deposits program currently is at work to help 
provide the necessary capital for Missouri's farmers.
